A few 
minutes later the mushroom 
towered over the high cumulus 
clouds and was about 20 miles 
in diameter showing pink un- 
derneath. By 15 minutes it was 
30 miles in diameter and had 
risen to 50,000 feet. 
Shock Wave Hits Ship. 
Two minutes and 43 seconds 
after the shot the shock wave 
reached the ship with a vast 
rumble. It was preceded by the 
pressure wave having an effect 
on the ears much like coming 
down a couple of thousand feet 
in an airplane with increasing 
pressure and then going up 
again to the previous normal. 
After 30 minutes the cloud 
was about 60 miles in diameter 
and still pink underneath. The 
reflected light on the lower 
cumulus clouds turned them 
pink, peach and strawberry. 
Within an hour the cloud had 
risen to 100,000 feet and was 


more than 100 miles in diam- 
eter. It generally was circular 
and ribbed as if forming a 
vortex. At some intermediate 
altitude an easterly wind had 
blown out a narrew handle, 
giving the whole the appear- 


ance of a gigantic upside down 
frying pan with a heavy handle 
high in the sky. 

Within 30 minutes after the 
detonation the contrails of air- 
craft high in the sky could be 
seen dipping in and out of the 
cloud. These were the cloud 
samplers flying into and out of 
the edges of the cloud to get 
samples of radioactive debris 
for later analysis by the scien- 
tists. From such samples they 
are able to determine the effi- 
ciency of the explosion and 
what proportion of the various 
fuels fissioned or fusioned. 

Planes Made Radioactive. 

In this dangerous mission the 


planes become highly radioac- 
tive and their skin cannot be 
touched until it has been de- 


contaminated. The pilots and 
observers may get small doses 
of radioactivity up to five 
roentgens, which is not dan- 
gerous, But the outside of the 
plane is so “hot” the men must 


be lifted out by cranes so they 
will not come in contact 
with it. 


No information was disclosed - 


of how high the B-52 bomber 
that dropped the bomb was 
when it released the bomb nor 


how long it took the bomb to 
fall The B-52 is known to 


have an altitude capability of 
more than 55,000 feet and a 


speed of more than 650 miles 


per hour or about 1000 feet a 


second, A simple calculation 
of the acceleration of falling 
objects shows that it takes 
slightly more than 50 seconds 


for an object to fall 40,000 feet. 

During 50 seconds the bomb 
would move forward about nine 
miles in a great arc as it fell. 
Immediately upon release the 
bomber would make a 180-de- 
gree turn 4nd go in the other 
direction with all jets 

It should be able to fly about 
seven miles in the opposite di- 


rection before the bomb ex- 
plodes. This would place the 
bomber about 16 miles away 


when the explosion occurs. 
Instant of Heat. 

The skin of the plane would 
receive an instant of heat that 
would be sufficient to cause 
third-degree burns on bare skin 
but would not be great enough 
to aifect the interior of the 
plane nor the men in it. Since 
it is 16 mnléS from the blast 
and is traveling almost as fast 
as the shock wave, it will be 
far beyond the range of danger- 
ous shock before the shock wave 
can reach it. Thus it is possible 
to make an air drop of a multi- 
megaton bomb from an airplane 
without endangering the plane 
or the crew

Ends Failout Horror.

That bomb 
could be called a “rigged” bomb 
almost as dangerous as a bomb 
with a cobalt case, except that 
the fission products of uranium 
are short lived while those of 
cobalt last for years.

Bomb Said to Show Need for 
Strong Civil Defense. 

McKINLEY, OFF 
BIKINI, May 21 (AP)—Sixteen 
civil defense experts who wit- 
nessed today’s H-bomb explo- 
sion said “the tremendous 
thermonuclear detonation 
emphasizes the vital need for

“At least $400,000,000 of mili- 
tary assistance appropriations, 
representing unpaid obligations 
overstated at June 30, 1954, has 
been retained by the Depart- 
ment of Defense in violation of 
the provisions of the Mutual Se- 
curity Act of 1954,” he said. 

Disputes Explanation. 

Campbell said the Pentagon 
had offered a technical expla- 
nation for holding onto the 
funds—but not, in his opinion 
a valid one. He added: 

“Under the circumstances, we 
feel that the department's ex- 
planation in no way alters the 
fact that a violation of the law 
occurred and the amount over- 
stated . should revert to the 
Treasury, or corrective legisla- 
tion should be requested from 
the Congress.”

An Awesome Moment 

The United States’s first hydrogen-bomb ex- 
plosion, through an air drop, was scheduled, 
postponed and then rescheduled so many times 
since the original target date, May 8, that the 
actual occurrence seems almost an anti-climax. 

Yet in the annals of science and in military 
history the yast, furious burst over the Bikini 
atoll, will go down as anything but anti-climatic. 
For this one fireball is known to have been as 
great as or greater than the result of the deto- 
nation of 10,000,000 tons of TNT. 

At 12:51 p.m., Sunday, when that pinpoint of 
light shone on the Pacific horizon, an awesome 
fact was formally confirmed. The United States 
has a perfected H-bomb, can drop it and can 
participate in a nuclear war that would destroy 
the world as man has known it. 

The information that the diameter of this one 
blast spread out more than’three miles and 
thus fulfilled expectations is at one and the same 
time reassuring and frightening. 

It is reassuring because it means that in this 
highly experimental field of new weapons the 
United States is at the forefront. It means that 
our scientists and our military leaders are capa- 
ble of keeping this country in the lead of any 
arms race. 

But the implications of the fireball over the 
Pacific are far more frightening than they are 
reassuring. 

For what the United States has in hydrogen 
bombs presumably a determined potential enemy 
either also has or soon may have. It means in 
the end that the race will be to outmatch the 
other in piling up the bombs and planning their 
annihilating use. 

Whatever else this American H-bomb explo- 
sion drives home, the 
Its great use must 
be as an incentive for the peoples of the world, 
through their leaders and their diplomacy, to 
find the answer while there is yet time. 

This explosion was above a Bikini atoll, many 


thousands of miles around the globe from St. 
Louis.

It took Gov. Averell Harriman a long time to 
get around to it, but he has now revised and ex- 
tended an incautious remark he made the night 
he was elected Governor of New York in 1954. 
Asked about running for the presidency, he said 
in the flush of victory, “I like Adlai.” 

But that was 1954. As his inactive candidacy 
for the Democratic presidential nomination be- 
comes increasingly active, the Governor wants it 
understood all around that his remark was not a 
pledge. Evidently what he really meant was, “I! 
like Adiai but not too much.” 

In other words, he is running, and running 
hard. If it seems an odd coincidence that he be- 
gins running only after the primaries have 
closed, his explanation is that his duties as Gov- 
ernor did not permit him to enter those pri- 
maries—in which incidentally he would have 
risked taking a licking. And if it be asked why 
his duties as Governor have now diminished so 
markedly as to permit the campaigning the 
same duties prevented him from doing a few 
weeks ago, why, that’s an unfair question, and 
Gov. Harriman is not required to answer it. 

But maybe he will. He is talking fast. No 
telling what may happen when an inactive can- 
didacy starts getting more active every day. 
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What It Means to Missouri 

Picture five modern new highways for Mis- 
souri. One goes from St. Louis to Kansas City. 
Two others leave St. Louis, one for Oklahoma 
and the West Coast, the other for Memphis. Two 
leave Kansas City for the north—Omaha and 
Minneapolis. These are principally dual-lane, 
limited access roads with easy grades. 

That is only part of what the new federal 
road bill passed by the House would bring to 
Missouri. If the bill passes the Senate, Missouri 
would receive $1,340,000,000 or an average of 
$103,000,000 a year for 13 years from the Fed- 
eral Government for highways. About two-thirds 
of these funds would rebuild the interstate high- 
ways. But there would also be more help for 
urban expressways and secondary roads. 

In short, Missouri would get almost twice as 
much road money as is now available and far 
better roads, an opportunity to reduce its grow- 
ing traffic accident toll and pleasant motoring. 
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Growing Pains in Canada 

A pending tax by Canada on American maga- 
zines publishing special editions in that country 
indicates the dangerous turn irritation can take. 

Canada feels itself culturally very much under 
the shadow of the United States. Its Royal 
Commission on National Development in the 
Arts, Letters and Sciences, set up in 1949, made 
a startling discovery. ‘Canada is the only 
country of any size in the world whose people 
read more foreign periodicals than they do 
periodicals published in their own land, local 
newspapers excepted.” 

Two thirds of the books read by Canadians 
are printed in the United States. The best sell- 
ing magazines are Life, Time and Reader's 
Digest. The most. popular television and radio 
programs come from New York, the most popu- 
lar movies from Hollywood. The colleges to 
which Canada is most oriented, formerly Oxford 
and Cambridge, now are those of the Ivy League. 


To come down to immediate cases, Canadian 
magazines have “with much difficulty” achieved 
a circulation of nearly 42,000,000 a year against 
a circulation of American magazines more than 
twice as large. “Canada’s Besieged Culture,” 
Otto Butz, a Canadian citizen who is assistant 
professor in the Department of Politics at 
Princeton University, calfs it in an article in 
The Antioch Review. 

These facts form the background against 
which a budgetary resolution has been adopted 
to levy a 20 per cent excise tax on the adver- 
tising revenue of United States publications that 
print special Canadian editions, effective Jan. 1. 

Canadians favoring the tax argue that some 
American magazines compete unfairly north of 
the border by selling Canadian advertising in 
a “special edition” which is essentially the 
American edition whose costs have already been 
met by American advertising. The new tax 
would not apply to regular American editions 
circulating in Canada, nor to American-owned 
magazines published in Canada. To their cred- 
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it, nearly all the Canadian newspapers have 
protested the tax. Canadian good will, though it 
predominates, and we still enjoy it, can hardly 
any longer be taken passively for granted. 
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Byrnes Against the Court 

“The Supreme Court must be curbed.” 

That is the clarion call uttered by Former 
Gov. James F. Byrnes of South Carolina. Mr. 
Byrnes, who used to be a Supreme Court Justice 
himself, has enthusiastically enrolled in Sena- 
tor James Eastiand’s crusade. Writing in 
U.S. News and World Report, he registers his 
dissent from the Court’s school segregation de- 
cision, hashes over all the cliches of the race 
question, unfurls the somewhat tattered banner 
of state rights, and appeals to public opinion 
to “urge the Congress to act before it is too 
late.” 

Mr. Byrnes is entirely free to dissent from the 
Court's decision and to criticize the court for 
making it. But he does his own reputatien and 
the South no good when he demands that Con- 
gress, in some undefined way, undertake to 
curtail the appellate jurisdiction of the Court. 

If the court can be curbed enough to overturn 
the decisions Mr. Byrnes does not like, then ft 
could be curbed to overturn decisions somebody 
else did not like. And where would that leave 
the sacred constitutional system to which he 
pays lip service? 

As with most critics of the school decision, 
Mr. Byrnes rests his case on the ground that 
the Court in 1954 “reversed what had been the 
law of the land for 75 years.” He refers, of 
course, to the Court’s 1896 decision, in Plessy vs. 
Ferguson, that the equality enjoined upon the 
States by the Fourteenth Amendment could be 
attained by “separate but equal” facilities for 
Negroes. By reversing this decision, he says, 
the Court disregarded the Constitution and 
exceeded its powers. 

But if the Supreme Court had power in 1896 
to say that “separate but equal’’ satisifies the 
Fourteenth Amendment, it had power in 1954 
to hold the contrary. And Mrv Byrnes is 
Slyly twisting the facts when he says that noth- 
ing had happened between the two dates except 
a Negro migration to northern cities which af- 
fected the balance of political power in several 
states. What had happened was that 50 years 
of experience with “separate but equal” had 
shown how far short of true equality that doc- 
trine fell. 

There is no question whatever that “separate 
but equal” schools did not produce equal educa- 
tion. Even under the best of conditions, Negroes 
got inferior opportunities—just how inferior, 
Missouri and other states which are obeying the 
law by integrating their schools are now finding 
out. Mr. Byrnes himself confessed inferiority 
when, as Governor of South Carolina, he rushed 
into a belated Negro-school building program 
in an effort to forestall the Supreme Court’s 
decision. 

Fortunately Mr. Byrnes does not speak for 
the new South, the young South, the forward- 
looking South. His is a voice of the past. The 
tragedy is that so many Southern voices on the 
other side today are silenced. May the day 
be speeded when they will speak up! 
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Public Relations Firepower 

Secretary of Defense Wilson says he will in- 
vestigate a “most unfortunate” disclosure of 
Armed Forces day. This is a harmful public 
relations row between the Air Force and the 
Army, in which the Air Force’s opening salvo 
was a public relations document to “mold public 
opinion and channel the vibrant tensions of 
public thinking.” 

Rowland Evans Jr. of the New York Herald 
Tribune mentioned this document in a report on 
growing military rivalry. Despite Defense De- 
partment orders to the three services to sub- 
merge their differences, Mr. Evans says, the Air 
Force is ready to tell the people that the “spec- 
tacular mobility” of air power “coupled with a 
complete arsenal of destructive weapons out- 
modes the most modern surface forces.” 

Naturally the Army can be expected to coun- 
ter-attack against this blatant propaganda of- 
fensive, and in fact has prepared a statement 
that “‘as guided missiles supersede military air- 
craft as-a primary means of delivering fire- 
power, surface operations will gain unprece- 
dented importance.” 

This is the sort of paper warfare which is 
highly unlikely. to outmode either air power or 
surface power, or even to channel any vibrant 
tensions of public thinking. Far from vibrating, 
the public can easily grow bored with exag- 
gerated claims and contests for attention. The 
end result of an Air Force-Army typewriter bar- 
rage can only be disharmony in defense plan- 
ning and leadership. 

Marquis W. Childs reports that Secretary 
Wilson says he is going to “try to keep my tem- 
perature down.” But in this serious rivalry Mr. 
Wilson ought to sound an immediate retreat for 
the public relations warriors in the air and on 
the ground, as he has indicated he will do. And 
he must make his orders stick. 
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Maybe Trader Lane thought he was getting Fl 

Greco who threw some colorful pitches in his day. 
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Along the Straight and Narrow 

As amateur sports are such great character- 
builders—as any college coach will freely ad- 
mit—it is natural that they should be circum- 
scribed by about as many safeguards as are 
thrown around an Atomic Energy Commission job. 

These include a rule against accidental associ- 
ation with transgressors as was shown when the 
whole William and Mary track team was sus- 
pended by the Amateur Athletic Union because 
in a dual meet against the Quantico Marines 
its milers ran against the Marines’ Wes Santee 
who is under a deep A.A.U. frown because of a 
matter of expense money. But this will not af- 
fect the W. & M. season. 

A day or two earlier Ohio State was put on 
probation by the Big Ten because of unexplained 
cash payments to players by Coach Wood- 
row Hayes. Penalty: Ohio State may not play 
in the Rose Bowl game next year for which it 
may not be eligible anyway. 

The University of Washington may be in 
deeper trouble for a similar reason, but the pen- 
alty imposed by the Pacific Coast conference 
adds up to the same thing: no post-season games. 
Shucks, a well-managed sports operation can do 
all right with the regular schedule. 

Historians, of course, can carry this series of 
incidents all the way back to the Madison 
Square Garden basketball gambling scandals— 
and farther. And they can show that it all went 
on to the accompaniment of confessions by ex- 
athletes, protest and apologies by athletic de- 
partments and university presidents, and the 
most horrible sins against logic by sports an- 
nouncers. We leave the definitive word to War- 
ren Giese, football coach at South Carolina. 
Bringing in six high school stars from New York, 
he said: “Our proselyting program is now in 
high gear.”

We Must Receive as Well as Give 


| the Mier | 
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Cultural exchanges improve international relations, says former 
envoy; but United States needs them even more to vitalize its 
own artistic life which is stifled by negative monotony of mass 
entertainment media; warns against mixing politics into the arts. 


George Kennan, Former Ambassador to Russia, at the Inter- 
national Council of the Museum of Modern Art, New York 


However great the importance of in- 
ternational cultural exchange from the 
standpoint of our relations with other 
countries, the main reason why we 
Americans have need for cultural con- 
tacts with other people lies rather in 
our own need for just this sort of en- 
richment of our national spirit. 

I am persuaded that any really cre- 
ative development in the field of art or 


of literature is intimately connected 
with international contact and is, in 
fact, unthinkable 

without it. 


When water is 
taken out of this 
great stream of in- 
ternational thought 
and inspiration and 
channeled into a 
closed national 
backwater —I have 
seen this happen to 
some extent in the 
Soviet. Union — it 
quickly becomes 
stagnant and ster- 
—_ a hok!}6h 6 
course, because cre- 
ativeness is so in- 
timately associated with divergence and 
contradictions, It is only in the recon- 
ciling of contrary phenomena that new 
perceptions arise as new form is cre- 
ated. 

The tendency of our own mass media 
today, involuntary perhaps but none the 
less compelling, is to eradicate even 
those divergencies in cultural stimuli 
and outlook that might otherwise spring 
from the real variety of tradition and 
psychology which we have inherited 
from the past of our own country. 

These media, as | don’t need to point 
out to you, are centralized today and 
becoming more so. Their product is in- 
creasingly standardized. They are aimed 
at passive amusement. 

I have no question as to the immense 
potential creative resources of our peo- 
ple. But I cannot help questioning 
whether those resources are likely to 
find a normal degree of development 
and expression today, unless we can see 
some way or other of breaking through 
the monotony and what I might almost 
call the narcotic effect of the modern 
commercial product. 

Of course, we have at this time the 
most urgent need to correct a number 
of impressions that the outside world 
entertains of us, impressions that are 
beginning to affect our international 
position in very important ways. Large- 
ly these negative feelings are related 
to cultural rather than to political con- 
ditions. 

I can think of few countries in the 
world where the artist, the writer, the 
composer or the thinker is held in such 
general low esteem as he is here. To 
the people in many other countries, for

whom the prospects for material devel- 
opment are not so favorable as they are 
here, and who have never been taught 
to see personal relationships, and par- 
ficularly the relationship between the 
sexes, as having the same sort of ro- 
mantic glorification that distinguishes 
our folk-lore and literature—to many 
of these people, cultural life appears as 
the highest and the most hopeful form 
of human activity. 

In the creation of beauty and in the 
great monumental works of the intel- 
lect, and there alone, human beings 
have been able to find an unfailing 
bridge between nations, even in the 
darkest moment of political bitterness 
and chauvinism and exclusiveness. In 
many years of living in totalitarian 
countries, both Germany and Russia, I 
have been struck time and time again 
by the fact that where every other 
manifestation of human life has been 
given some sort of a political colora- 
tion, artistic creation and the higher 
forms of scholarly thought have re- 
mained the only areas in which it was 
conceded that men of different political 
faith and allegiances might conceivably 
find a bond. Not even the crushing ex- 
tent to which the Soviet regime tried 
to force the Soviet intelligentsia into 
the service of its own political purposes 
could obviate this underlying reality. 

What we have to do, of course, is to 
show the outside world both that we 
have a cultural life and that we care 
enough about it to give it encourage- 
ment and support, and to see that it is 
enriched by acquaintance with similar 
activity elsewhere, 

We must not make the mistake of 
thinking that any sort of cultural prod- 
uct will do for interchange. A great 
deal is also going to depend on the 
modesty, naturalness and humility with 
which we bring these things to other 
people. As to what we take from others, 
it is not enough to let other people send 
things here and come here themselves. 
It is important to see that any cultural 
activity sponsored by foreigners is sur- 
rounded with an atmosphere of hospi- 
tality and warmth, friendliness and per- 
ceptive sympathy. 

There has grown up among us a most 
reprehensible habit, a totalitarian habit, 
of judging the suitability of cultural 
contributions by whatever political col- 
oration we conceive their creators to 
have acquired. I know nothing sillier 
than this. A painting is not more or 
less valuable because the artist once 
belonged to this or that party. 


If we can come to attach to this hu- 
man endeavor a respect and a signifi- 
cance comparable to what is given it 
abroad, then I think we will have come 
a great step on the way to the improve- 
ment of our international situation 
generally.

Invisible Hand That Feeds Us 


HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN ECONOMY, by 
Ross M. Robertson. (Harcourt, Brace, 593 pqs., $4.) 
Although few college economics text- 

books can be recommended for general 

reading, this book by St. Louls Federal 

Reserve economist Ross M. Robertson 

is an estimable exception. Its narrative 

style is lucid and its analysis assumes 
no technical training in economics. 

America’s crucial turning points ef 
economic change have been her great 
wars, and around them Dr. Robertson 
groups for analysis four periods of 
American economic history: the forma- 
tion of economic groups and their demo- 
cratic and conservative political align- 
ments in the colonial and revolutionaxy 
period; the rise of the factory system 
from 1789 to 1860; the Civil War and 
the economic revolution it propelled up 
to 1914; and the development and 
operation of major present-day eco- 
nomic institutions. 

The method of the book is a series of 
well-integrated essays on agriculture, 
transportation, banking and the money 
supply, industry and commerce, labor 
and the general level of prosperity fer 
each of these periods. 

Dr. Robertson makes it evident that, 
in his view, our competitive system has 
been the dominant factor contributing 
to the remarkable economic progress 
made in this country in the 300 years 
of its economic history. Yet, curiously, 
his book is devoted in great measure fo 
demonstrating that in all major spheres 
of our economic life we have been 
searching for an escape from the 
effects of economic competition. 

And looking at today’s web of con- 
trols in money, labor and commodity 
markets, it is fairly obvious that* we 
have succeeded. Furthermore, the author 
sees every indication that the trend is 
toward increasing such controls. 

In some instances, such as farm 
policy, we are probably paying too 
much by any economic standard for this’ 
protection from the hardships of com- 
petition. But not generally so, says Dr. 
Robertson. The price system is remark- 
ably sturdy and although handcuffing 
the invisible hand that feeds us is not 
without dangers, it can contribute to 
economic growth. And, from an over-all 
view, he concludes, “It is almost cer- 
tain that the economy is better off 
than it would have been without govern 
ment intervention.” : .

THE IMPORTANT THING is to realize that your 
daughter doesn’t behave the way she does just because of 
anything you have done or haven't done. And there will 
be no quick solution of the problem, no matter what you do.

So far, we should say, you have done an excellent job 
of respecting her real need for your presence. We think 
that no matter how hard you might have tried to separate 
her from. you, she wouldn't have been much different—and 
you might have made things worse by trying to get away 
from her. 

The fact that she will play with others even for short 
times, or that you can leave her at all with your mother, 
is encouraging. When you do have to leave her with your 
mother, our suggestion would be that you see that she is 
happily occupied, and then leave quietly without her seeing 
you go.

Concrete Mistakes. 

NE of the best ways to 
0 learn things in this world 

is through other people's 
mistakes. For some time we've 
been collecting concrete mis- 
takes that some of our readers 
have made and here they are 
for your benefit. 

Concrete will not stick to 
plaster or to wood. It won't 
stick to concrete that is dirty 
or that has been painted. To 
make it bond with old con- 
crete, clean the concrete, rough 
it up with a wire brush and 
then paint with a mixture of 
cement and water. Before this 
coating is dry, apply the fresh 
concrete. 

If you mix concrete. using

Concrete walks should be 
about four inches deep and 
concrete drives that may have 
to carry heavy trucks should be 
about six inches deep. If you 
make a concrete slab of any 
sort much under four inches 
thick it’s likely to crack. And 
to prevent walks and drives as 
well as slabs cracking because 
of frost, it’s wise to use six 
inches of gravel or cinders un- 
der the slab. 


Concrete should be kept cov- 
ered and damp for some time 
to insure maximum strength. 
If you allow it to sit uncovered 
in the hot sun it will dry too 
fast and not have time to cure. 
The standard treatment is to 
cover fresh concrete with old 
burlap bags and keep these 
moist for a week tog0 days. 

Don’t use cement that has 
been kicking around the place 
in an opened bag for some time. 
If the cement contains small 
lumps these can be broken up 


are large and hard, toss the 
cement out and get a fresh bag. 


Cement mixed with sand is 
mortar and is fine for laying | 
bricks and blocks and for plas- 
tering but is not good for walks | 
or similar jobs where strength | 
is required. For these jobs, use 
gravel as well as sand.

NEW YORK. 


EWS this past week that 

more arms are being shipped 

from a North Carolina port 
to Saudi Arabia must come, I 
am sure, as a shock to many 
Americans. 


The explanation that this was 
part of the original agreement 
does not change the fact that 
these arms are on their way. 


We loftily say that we would 
not sell arms to Israel because 
we do not wish to enter into an 
arms race in competition with 
the Soviet Union. Yet it seems 
to me that this is exactly what 
we are doing, and in doing it 
we are increasing the danger 
surrounding the state of Israel.

IT SEEMS ODD to me that 
our State Department and our 
Government have not recog- 
nized from the first that bas- 
ically our objective in the Near 
East must be to help the peo- 
ple of all the countries to have 
a better life. 

There may be efforts in some 
of the Arab countries toward 
more democratic government 
but by and large these coun- 
tries have not been democrati- 
cally governed and the people 
remain poor, with little to make 
life’ worth living.

Israel is the one country in 
that area with a concept of a 
representative form of govern- 
ment and a democratic way of 


life. If peace could be brought 
about there, Israel might well

Bubbling, 
breezy, blue-eved Mamie Doud 
Eisenhower has already proved 
her mettle in the sometimes 
onerous, always unpaid job as 
chatelaine of the White House.

She has 
lived with a heart murmur since 
early childhood, when her weal- 
thy, doting parents began tak- 
ing her to Texas each winter

Except for avoiding plane 
rides whenever possible, Mrs. 
Eisenhower has valiantly de- 
clined to let her heart condition 
interfere with the official 
duties that inevitably swamp a 
First Lady. In fact, her health 


has never been better than 
during the past two vears in 
the White House President 
Eisenhower's personal physi- 
cian, Maj. Gen. Howard M. 


Snyder, sees to that. 

Mamie, who tasted bitter sor- 
row with the death of her first- 
born son, Doud Dwight. of 
scarlet fever 35 vears ago. is 
today a happy, doting grand- 
mother. Maj. John Eisenhower 
and his wife live nearby at Fort 
Belvoir, Va. and their four 
lively yvoungsters overrun the 
White House to the delight of 
Grandpa Ike and Mamie
